Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

Having  been  again  called  by  my  fellow  citizens  as  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  city,  I  at  this  time  acknowledge  my 
obligations  and  return  thanks  for  the  honor  thus  conferred. 
We  have  assembled  here  to-day,  gentlemen,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  City  Charter,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
a  new  City  Government.  We  have  taken  upon  ourselves 
the  obligations  and  subscribed  to  the  oath- of  office.  Our 
duties  have  commenced,  but  our  labor  is  still  before  us.  Let 
us  see  to  it  that  we  discharge  these  duties  faithfully,  fairly 
and  impartially,  digesting  well  every  subject  brought  before 
us  for  our  consideration.  By  so  doing  we  shall  be  likely  to 
arrive  at  satisfactory  conclusions.  We  cannot  and  ought 
not  expect  to  please  all  in  the  discharge  of  our  official  du- 
ties, for  that  is  bej^ond  the  power  of  man.  If  we  discharge 
them  honestly,  and  feel  that  we  have  used  our  best  judgment 
and  have  the  approval  of  a  clear  conscience,  that  is  all  we 
ought  to  ask  or  expect. 

In  entering  upon  this  the  commencement  of  the  new  year, 
I  am  reminded  that  a  number  of  our  best  and  honored  citi- 
zens who  were  with  us  at  the  commencement  of  the  past 
year  have  been  called  from  time  to  eternity,  reminding  us 
constantly  of  the  shortness  of  life,  and  certainty  of  death. 
We  who  are  here  assembled  have  reason  to  render  thanks  to 
God  that  we  have  been  spared  and  are  to-day  in  the  full 
possession  of  all  our  faculties. 


Passing  from  these  few 

introductory  remarks   I  will  at 

once  proceed  to  the  business  of  the  hour.

In  touching  upon  this  subject  I  cannot  refrain  from  call- 
ing your  attention  to  the  importance  of  beautifying  the 
grounds.  An  appropriation  of  $500  was  made  last  j^ear, 
and  with  it  many  improvements  have  been  made ;  but  let 
not  the  work  cease  here.  The  grounds,  naturally  beautiful, 
can  be  made  still  more  so  by  art  and  a  small  expenditure 
each  year.  In  this,  the  "  Silent  city,  lie  the  old  fathers  and 
honored  citizens  who  have  finished  their  work  and  have 
passed  to  their  reward." 

Highways. 

Our  highways  are  probably  in  as  good  order  to-day  ps 
they  have  been  for  a  number  of  3^ears  past,  still  there  is  a 
great  deal  that  ought  to  be  done  in  early  spring.  I  would 
call  particular  attention  to  the  narrow  condition  of  Charles 
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street  just  after  passing  the  railroad  bridge.  Steps  should 
be  taken  in  early  spring  to  have  this  portion  of  the  street 
filled  and  made  wider. 

There  is  no  one  thing  so  expensive  as  our  highways,  and 
the  question  is  often  asked,  How  can  it  be  made  less?  This 
is  a  question  easier  asked  than  answered.  I  know  of  but 
one  sure  way,  and  that  is,  for  our  citizens  to  be  less  exacting 
about  the  roads,  feeling  willing  to  suffer  some  inconvenience 
in  order  that  the  appropriation  may  be  made  less  and  taxes 
lighter.  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt,  with  my  past  year's  ex- 
peri  en  ce,that  if  I  had  done  all  I  was  called  upon  to  do,  thirty 
thousand  dollars  would  not  more  than  paid  the  bills  on  the 
highways.  My  own  mind  is,  less  should  be  expended  on  the 
roads  this  year,  and  a  smaller  appropriation  should  be  made. 
Our  roads  as  a  general  thing  are  in  good  order,  and  will  not 
require  so  large  an  expenditure  as  last  year. 

I  would  recommend  the  passage  of  a  City  Ordinance  re- 
quiring the  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  in  the  com- 
pact part  of  the  city  to  clear  their  walks  after  every  snow 
storm.  This  would  not  cause  much  trouble  or  expense  to 
the  parties,  while  it  would  be  the  means  of  saving  quite  a 
large  sum  to  the  treasury.  I  know  of  no  city  of  our  size 
where  this  is  not  done. 

It  is  thought  by  many  of  our  citizens  that  the  use  of  the 
crusher  is  too  costly  for  our  city.  This  is  a  matter  that 
should  receive  3^our  consideration,  because  the  expense  here 
incurred  is  considerable.  I  have  made  a  careful  estimate  of 
the  cost  per  day  for  running  the  same,  including  help  era- 
plo3^ed  in  blasting,  breaking  and  crushing  the  stone,  which 
amounts  to  $35  per  day.  The  crusher  is  run  about  thirty 
days  in  the  year,  which  would  make  the  cost  of  labor  alone 
$1,050;  and  if  to  this  we  add  the  time  of  the  teams  and 
drivers,  would  make  the  whole  cost  for  running  the  crusher 
thirty  days  about  $1,410.  It  costs  not  less  than  S3. 50 
for  every  load  of  crushed  stone  that  is  spread  upon  the 
streets.  I  think  this  a  matter  worthy  of  3^our  careful  con- 
sideration. 


Bridges. 

In  my  address  of  last  year  I  used  the  following  language  : 
*'Most  of  the  bridges  throughout  the  city  are  in  a  very  pre- 
carious condition,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when 
they  will  need  extensive  repairs  or  be  rebuilt."  I  made  a 
thorough  examination  of  all  the  bridges  leading  out  of  the 
city  soon  after  my  induction  into  office,  and  I  became  fully 
satisfied  that  I  had  not  stated  the  case  too  strongly.  On 
Feb.  25th,  1873,  Watson  Bridge  fell  into  the  river.  On 
March  5th  the  Whittier  Bridge  also  fell.  Both  of  these 
bridges  became  total  wrecks.  Fortunately  no  accident  oc- 
curred ,  although  parties  had  crossed  the  bridges  five  min- 
utes before  their  destruction.  On  the  16th  of  August  the 
Whittier  and  Watson  bridges  were  let  out  to  build  for  the 
sum  of  $4,400,  and  they  are  now  open  to  travel. 

Fourth  street  bridge  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  the 
past  yea^.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Blackwater  bridge.  Cen- 
tral street  bridge  has  been  repaired  slightly.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  this  bridge  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  in  a  very  few 
years.  Washington  street  bridge  is  in  a  very  fair  condition. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  Dunn's  bridge.  Snell's  bridge, 
contracted  for  in  1872,  was  completed  in  January,  1873,  and 
is  pronounced  by  competent  judges  to  be  a  very  fine  and 
substantial  structure. 

Supervisor  of  Highways. 
On  this  subject  I  beg  your  indulgence  for  a  few  moments. 
In  the  early  part  of  last  year,  Feb.  6th,  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men passed  an  ordinance  making  the  Mayor  Superintendent 
of  Highwaj^s  throughout  the  city,  with  the  power  to  appoint 
such  agents  and  assistants  as  he  might  find  necessary.  This 
ordinance  was  sent  to  the  Common  Council,  in  which  they 
did  not  concur ;  but  supplanted  the  same  by  creating  the 
oflSce  of  Supervisor,  to  wh'ch  they  appointed  the  Mayor,  fix- 
ing the  salary  at  $500  per  year,  with  the  understanding  that 
he  should  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  interest  of  the  city. 
In  this  the  board  of  Aldermen  concurred.  I  accepted  the 
trust,  knowing  full  well  that  pecuniarily  it  would  be  a  loss 
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to  me  ;  but  notwithstanding  that,  I  immediately  entered  up- 
on the  duties  of  the  office  and  devoted  my  whole  time  to  the 
interest  of  the  city  After  serving  two  months  I  tendered 
my  resignation,  but  it  was  not  accepted.  I  continued  to 
hold  the  office  until  December,  when  I  again  resigned  the 
position  and  recommended  that  the  office  be  abolished.  My 
resignation  was  accepted. 

My  experience  of  the  past  year  has  led  me  to  believe  that 
in  the  main  the  action  of  the  Boards  was  right,  and  intend- 
ed for  the  best  good  of  the  city.  I  am  of  the  opinion  to-day 
that  the  city  would  be  better  subserved  if  a  general  Com- 
missioner of  all  the  highways  could  be  appointed,  vrhose 
duty  it  should  be  to  look  after  and  have  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  whole  city ;  and  no  work  should  be  done  or 
money  expended  by  any  Highway  Surveyor  or  Agent  until 
they  first  call  upon  the  General  Superintendent  and  have 
him  look  over  and  lay  out  the  work  to  be  done.  I  am  fully 
convinced  that  a  great  deal  might  be  saved  by  so  doing. 

While  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  a  general  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  the  position  should 
not  be  held  by  the  Mayor,  as  he  is  liable  to  be  called  at  any 
time  out  of  the  city,  which  subjects  parties  who  wish  to 
transact  business  with  him  to  a  great  inconvenience.  I  think 
the  Commissioner  should  be  a  smart,  active  man,  full  of  life 
and  push,  of  good  judgment,  looking  well  after  the  interest 
of  the  city.  I  am  well  aware  of  the  difficulties  that  will  sur- 
round the  man  who  occupies  the  position,  the  constant  an- 
noyance and  perplexities  through  which  he  will  be  obliged  to 
pass,  and  the  small  meed  of  credit  which  he  will  be  likely  to 
receive. 

As  a  whole  the  Supervisorship  has  not  proved  so  satisfac- 
tory as  I  might  have  wished,  and  none  regret  it  more  than 
myself.  Nevertheless,  I  think  the  experiment  of  the  past 
year  will  be  productive  of  good  results  in  the  future. 

Concrete. 
The  city  purchased  last  year  the  right  to  use,  for  city  pur- 
poses, the  patent  known  as  Snow  &  Davis'  Patent  Concrete, 
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paying  for  the  same,  including  a  mixing  machine,  the  sum 
of  $500.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  will  prove  a  good 
in\estment  for  the  city,  as  concrete  walks  are  coming  into 
general  favor,  and  the  city,  owning  the  right,  will  make  the 
cost  very  much  less  than  heretofore,  which  will,  I  trust,  have 
a  tendency  to  induce  many  of  our  citizens  to  have  the  con- 
crete in  front  of  their  residences.  No  walk  yet  used  has 
proved  so  satisfactory  as  the  concrete. 

Sewers. 
In  my  last  annual  message  I  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  a 
comprehensive  plan  of  sewerage  and  drainage  ;  and  it  seems 
to  me  now  that  an  experienced  engineer  should  be  employed 
to  make  all  necessary  plans,  so  that  in  the  future  all  sewer- 
age and  drainage  should  be  subject  to  such  a  plan.  By  many 
it  is  thought  to  be  only  a  question  of  time  when  all  refuse 
matter  will  pass  off  through  the  common  sewers.  Should 
this  take  place,  we  can  see  at  a  glance  the  importance  in 
putting  down  the  mains  to  have  them  of  sufficient  capacity 
and  at  proper  grade.  A  sewer  ought  to  be  constructed  on 
St.  John  street.  The  retiring  government  hoped  to  find 
time  and  means,  but  were  reluctantly  obliged  to  leave  it  for 
your  consideration. 

Schools. 

Our  schools  at  this  time  are  in  a  flourishing  condition. — 
The  following  facts  in  relation  to  the  same  I  glean  from  the 
very  interesting  Report  just  issued  by  the  School  Committee  : 
Whole  number  of  public  schools  throughout  the  city,  nine- 
teen, classed  as  follows :  One  High  school,  with  three  teach- 
ers ;  two  Grammar  schools,  eight  rooms  and  eight  teachers  ; 
six  Primary  schools,  twenty  rooms  with  twenty  teachers ; 
and  ten  ungraded  schools.  Whole  number  of  scholars  who 
have  attended  school  over  two  weeks  the  past  year,  1,887. 
The  average  attendance  has  been  1,231.  Average  amount 
appropriated  for  each  scholar,  $9.95  ;  average  amount  ex- 
pended for  each  scholar  $11.19. 

It  is  believed  by  the  School  Committee  that  there  are  in 
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the  city  from  three  to  four  hundred  boj^s  and  girls  who  do 
not  attend  school  at  all.  Such  children  need  looking  after, 
for  it  is  evident,  if  they  are  allowed  to  roam  our  streets, 
idling  away  their  time,  and  are  left  to  grow  up  in  ignorance, 
vice  must  necessarily  follow.  I  think  monej^  well  invested 
when  judiciously  expended  for  school  purposes.  For  a  full 
and  carefully  prepared  report  of  the  condition  of  our  public 
schools,  allow  me  again  to  refer  you  to  the  very  able  report 
of  the  School  Committee. 

Police. 
The  police  force  in  charge  of  the  City  Marshal  have  at- 
tended to  their  duties  the  past  year  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
community,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn  ;  and  I  have 
no  alteration  to  recommend  in  the  department.  1  have  had 
occasion  several  times  durini^-  the  past  year  to  confer  with 
the  Marshal  and  officers,  and  I  have  always  found  them  gen- 
tlemanly and  ever  ready  to  do  their  duty  when  called  upon. 
I  feel  satisfied  that  they  are  ever  ready  to  discharge  their 
duties,  though  oft-times  it  may  be  disagreeable  so  to  do. 
Whole  number  of  arrests  the  past  year,  390.  Number 
brought  before  the  Police  Court  for  trial,  356.  Number  of 
lodgers  provided  with  food,  906.  Amount  of  fines  received 
the  past  year  and  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  $1,596,03. 

Health. 

While  other  cities  have  sufliered  from  contageous  and  epi- 
demic diseases,  we  have  been  wonderfully  blessed  of  God  by 
being  kept  nearly  free  from  the  same.  In  the  latter  part  of 
1872  we  were  visited  with  the  small  pox,  which  continued  to 
spread  until  the  spring  of  1873.  Every  thing  was  done  to 
check  it,  but  with  all  the  precautions  takien  and  care  used,  it 
seemed  for  a  while  to  gain  upon  us.  With  the  precautions 
taken  and  the  constant  watchfulness  of  our  Board  of  Health, 
we  were  in  a  short  time  relieved  and  gratified  b}^  knowing 
that  the  loathsome  disease  had  left  us  entirely.  The  whole 
number  of  cases  of  small  pox,  including  varioloid,  as  report- 
ed to  me  by  the  City  Physician,  were  as  follows  :    1872,  12 
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cases  and  4  deaths  ;  1878,  28  cases  and  4  deaths.  Total 
number  of  cases,  1872-3,  40.  Whole  number  of  deaths,  8, 
as  follows  :  Men,  6  ;  women,  1  ;  children,  1  ;  total,  8.  I 
congratulate  you  that  our  citj^  is  free  of  this  dread  disease, 
and  that  we  are  to-day  as  a  city  enjoying  in  a  great  measure 
the  greatest  of  God's  blessings,  health  and  prosperity. 

Fire   Department. 

Our  fire  department  is  now  in  very  fine  condition,  and  I 
think  will  compare  favorably  with  any  department  of  its  size 
in  New  England.  It  was  ascertained  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  that  both  steamers  were  very  much  out  of  order  and 
really  dangerous,  and  so  pronounced  by  the  experts  who  ex- 
amined the  boilers.  They  are  now  in  the  best  order.  There 
has  been  bought  the  past  year  1000  feet  of  new  hose.  This 
was  found  necessary,  as  one-half  of  the  old  hose  was  found 
by  testing  to  be  unserviceable— in  short,  they  were  in  very 
bad  condition. 

I  think  it  poor  economy  to  neglect  so  important  an  organ- 
ization as  our  fire  department,  especially  as  we  all  depend 
upon  it  in  case  of  re.  Without  tools  no  mechanic  can  ac- 
complish his  work  acceptably.  Neither  ought  it  to  be  ex- 
pected to  have  a  first-class  department,  unless  it  is  furnished 
with  everj^  and  all  conveniences  to  battle  fire  successfully. 
I  am  fearful,  generally  speaking,  that  too  little  credit  is 
given  our  noble  firemen,  who  are  ever  ready  at  the  first 
stroke  of  the  bell  to  sally  forth  and  battle  with  the  devour- 
ing element.  I  have  watched  the  department  the  past  year 
with  a  great  deal  of  pride  and  pleasure,  and  I  have  nothing 
to  oflfer  in  their  behalf  but  praise  for  their  noble  efforts  to 
save  property  whenever  and  wherever  their  services  have 
been  needed. 

No.  2  Engine  House  has  been  put  in  thorough  repair  the 
past  year.  T^e  Hook  and  Ladder  as  well  as  the  Steamer 
House  are  in  good  order.  For  more  minute  particulars  con- 
cerning the  condition  of  the  fire  department,  I  refer  you  to 
the  Chief  Engineer's  Report,  which  will  soon  be  laid  before 
you. 
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Reservoirs. 
There  has  been  built  during  the  past  year  on  Court  street 
a  very  substantial  stone  reservoir,  at  a  cost  of  $2,915.86  ; 
this  includes  $675  paid  for  land  damages.  This  reservoir 
is  calculated  of  sufficient  capacity  to  hold  2,6()U  hogslieads 
of  water,  and  being  fed  by  living  springs  it  will  be  next  to 
impossible  to  exhaust  it  at  any  ordinary  fire.  There  is  great 
need  of  one  being  built  this  year  on  Charles  street,  near  the 
Boston  &  Maine  freight  depot,  as  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
valuable  property  exposed  to  fire,  and  no  water  near  enough 
to  be  of  immediate  service.  Probably  more  buildings  have 
been  erected  in  this  neighborhood  the  past  year  than  in  any 
part  of  the  city.  I  would  recommend  that  a  reservoir  be 
built  in  early  spring. 

Taxes. 

On  this  subject  I  beg  your  attention  for  a  few  moments. 
I  am  well  aware  that  there  has  been  some  feeling  and  com- 
plaint the  past  year  in  regard  to  the  high  rate  of  taxes. 
With  those  complaining,  I  fully  sympathize.  In  nowise, 
however,  do  I  feel  myself,  or  those  gentlemen,  with  whom  I 
have  had  the  honor  of  associating  the  past  year,  responsible 
for  the  high  rate  of  taxes,  and  I  think  this  will  be  readily 
admitted  when  it  is  generall}^  known  that  the  State  and 
County  Taxes  have  been  increased  the  past  year  over  1872, 
as  follows  :  State  $13,101.00  ;  County  $879.57  ;  total.  13,- 
980.57  ;  loss  of  the  Whittier  and  Watson  bridges  caused  an 
expense  to  the  cit3^of  84,490  ;  small  pox,  which  came  among 
us  in  the  latter  part  of  1872,  and  remained  until  the  Spring 
of  1873,  came  uninvited.  I  have  no  doubt  our  people  would 
have  been  pleased  could  the  visit  of  this  dread  disease  been 
delayed  for  many  years  to  come  ;  but  such  was  not  the  case. 
After  it  had  made  its  appearance,  the  only  thing  the  City 
could  do  was  to  take  care  of  it  to  the  best  a*antage,  which 
they  did  by  using  every  means  and  preventive  to  stop  its 
progress.  With  all  the  precaution  it  cost  the  City  some  ris- 
ing $4,000.     Now  if  we  take  the  sums  mentioned  we  find  we 
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have  an  amount  over  which  the  authorities  had  no  control, 

as  follows : 

Increase  of  State  and  County  Tax,  $13,980.57 

Bridges,  4,400.00 

Small  Pox,  4,000.00 


Total,  $22,380.57 

I  am  pleased  to  say  at  this  time,  if  things  remain  as  fa- 
vorable as  they  now  appear,  I  can  see  no  good  reason  why 
the  taxes  will  not  be  much  less  this  year  than  last.  I  trust 
they  may,  and  I  have  no  doubt  all  the  people  will  say  amen. 

Portsmouth  &  Dover  Railroad.  • 
By  a  resolution  of  August  28,  1872,  the  Treasurer  was 
authorized  and  instructed  to  subscribe  for  twenty-two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  Portsmouth 
&  Dover  Railroad  Bonds,  to  pa;y  for  the  stock  issued  Jan- 
uary 22,  1873.  A  Committee  was  appointed  January  22, 
1873,  to  negotiate  and  hire  money  on  the  same,  at  not  less 
than  their  par  value.  On  the  27th  day  of  February,  1873, 
the  Committee  sold  the  bonds  at  par  to  the  Trust  and  Guar- 
anty Company  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  and  took  an  agreement 
drawn  by  the  City  Solicitor  from  said  Company,  by  which  it 
binds  itself  to  meet  and  pay  the  assessment  due  from  the 
City  to  the  Railroad  Corporation  on  the  twenty-two  hundred 
and  fifty  shares  subscribed  for  by  the  City  in  the  Capital 
Stock  of  said  Company  ;  also  took  a  receipt  from  the  Ports- 
mouth &  Dover  Railroad  Company  for  $225,000  in  full  for 
twenty-two  hundred  and  fifty  shares,  also  an  agreement  from 
said  Railroad  Company  expressly  promising  and  agreeing  to 
pay  all  interest  on  said  bonds  that  shall  accrue,  up  to  the 
time  the  Eastern  Railroad  shall  begin  to  pay  dividends  on 
said  stock.  The  road  is  now  nearly  completed,  and  will 
probably  be  open  for  travel  this  month.  Ground  was  broken 
for  this  great  enterprise  Nov.  27,  1872,  and  on  the  20th 
of  Dec,  1873,  just  one  year  and  twenty-three  days  from  the 
time  ground  was  broken  a  locomotive,  with  platform  cars  at- 
tached, passed  over  the  entire  line  of  the  road  from  Ports- 
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mouth  to  Dover.  "  So  that  to-da\^  the  two  Cities  whose 
manuscript  history  is  older  than  the  traditions  of  most  parts 
of  our  country,  are  united  by  the  iron  rail." 

House  of  Correction. 

Sec.  I,  Chapter  33  of  the  City  Ordinances  says,  "  There 
shall  be  and  hereby  is  established  a  House  of  Correction  for 
the  City  of  Dover,  to  be  located  on  the  tract  of  land  owned 
by  the  City  and  known  as  the  Hale  Farm."  Sec.  2  says, 
"  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  are  authorized  to  provide  suita- 
ble buildings  and  personal  properly  for  said  House  of  Cor- 
rection and  control  and  manage  the  same." 

This  is  a  matter  that  should  command  early  attention. 
Parties  sentenced  by  the  Police  Court,  to  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, are  now  confined  in  Jail.  This  subjects  the  city  to 
a  great  expense  every  year  for  the  board  of  prisoners.  No 
work  being  furnished  them,  consequently  the  whole  time  of 
their  confinement  is  idled  awa}^  whereas,  if  a  House  of  Cor- 
rection was  established  at  the  City  Farm,  the  prisoners  could 
be  employed  upon  the  ledge,  or  in  some  other  useful  way. 
The  City  would  then  receive  the  benefit  of  their  labor,  which 
would  more  than  compensate  for  the  expense  of  their  keep- 
ing I  am  well  aware  that  it  would  cause  something  of  an 
outla}'  to  establish  an  institution  of  the  kind,  still  I  am  fully 
satisfied  that  in  the  end  it  would  pay.  I  can  see  no  good 
reason  why  it  could  not  be  made  a  self-supporting  institution. 

Conclusion. 
In  conclusion  allow  me  to  suggest,  gentlemen,  that  we  have 
each  taken  upon  ourselves  to-day  the  oath  of  office,  to  faith- 
fully and  impartially  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon 
us.  I  can  conceive  of  no  better  way  to  discharge  these  duties, 
than  by  giving  our  whole  attention  to  such  business  as  may  be 
brought  before  us  for  our  consideration.  The  positions  which 
we  hold  to-day  have  not  been  forced  upon  us,  out  we  have  ac- 
cepted them  from  our  constituents,  and  they  will  naturally  ex- 
pect, yea,  they  have  a  right  to  demand,  that  we  give  our  most 
careful  attention,  and  devote  such  portion  of  time  as  the  busi- 
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ness  shall  require.  I  know  of  no  better  way  to  accomplish 
and  bring  about  the  desired  results,  than  by  prompt  attention 
to  business,  and  especially  a  punctual  attendance  at  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Boards.  I  would  recommend  retrenchment, 
and  the  most  rigid  economy  in  every  department,  consistent 
with  the  dignity  of  the  city.  Our  expenses  are  too  high  and 
should  be  lessened.  I  know  of  no  more  favorable  time  to 
commence  than  now.  I  think  a  portion  of  the  city  debt  should 
be  paid  each  year,  and  with  economy  I  think  this  can  be  done. 
Ordinarily,  in  my  judgment,  our  taxes  should  not  exceed  two, 
or  two-twenty  on  the  hundred,  and  with  this  rate  I  think  a 
portion  of  the  city  debt  should  be  cancelled.  I  have  thus,  gen- 
tlemen, in  brief  touched  upon  such  topics  as  I  think  of  interest 
to  the  city.  Should  any  thing  arise  as  I  advance  in  the  duties 
of  the  office,  I  shall  with  pleasure  inform  you.  I  trust  at  the 
close  of  the  year  we  shall  all  feel  that  we  have  discharged  our 
duties  faithfully,  and  can  look  back  over  the  past  with  pleas- 
ure and  satisfaction.

RHPORT 

OF   THE 

OVERSEER  OF  THE  POOR. 


To  the  Hon.  Mayor  and  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover : 

Gentlemen, — In  submitting  to  you  a  Report  of  the  Pau- 
per Department  of  the  City  of  Dover  for  the  year  ending 
March  1,  1874, 1  would  say  that  on  account  of  the  general 
depression  of  business  during  the  past  winter,  man}^  persons 
came  here  in  search  of  employment  whom  I  was  obliged  to 
assist  somewhat,  which  has  slightly  increased  the  general  ex- 
penses of  the  year.  Yet,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  as  the  manu- 
factories in  our  City  have  given  employment  to  nearly  the 
usual  number  of  persons,  the  City  expense  in  the  Depart- 
ment is  less  than  last  year,  and  had  we  a  House  of  Correc- 
tion, with  suitable  employment  provided,  some  who  are  now 
supported  either  at  the  County  House  or  Jail  could  be  so 
employed  that  the  expense  would  be  still  more  reduced. 

I  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  bet- 
ter accommodations  at  the  County  House  for  the  insane, 
where  they  could  be  properly  cared  for  at  far  less  expense 
than  it  now  costs  at  the  N.  H.  Asylum,  where  the  expense 
of  one  person  for  the  last  year  was  $242  61.

FORCE  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT, 

The  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer and  three  Assistants,  one  hundred  and  thirteen  officers 
and  men,  two  Steam  Fire  Engines,  two  Hand  Engines,  one 
Hook  and  Ladder  Carriage  and  necessary  apparatus  for  the 
same.  The  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  1872  that 
another  Steam  Fire  Engine  should  be  piirchased  appears  to 
be  worthy  of  serious  consideration.  Thanks  to  the  retiring 
City  Government,  the  condition  is  equal  to  that  of  any  pre- 
ceding year.  One  thousand  feet  of  hose  have  been  purchased, 
and  Steamer  Cochecho  No.  2  has  been  thoroughly  repaired 
at  an  expense  exceeding  $700.

Persons  having  Claims  against  the  City  should 
carelully  note  the  name  of  the  individual  who  orders 
ihe  articles,  or  service,  and  should  inquire  to  what 
department  the  charge  should  be  made. 

When  there  are  charges  belonging  to  dilTerent  de- 
partments, seperate  bills  must  be  made,  including  only- 
charges  belonging  to  each  department.  What  these 
are,  may  be  readily  seen  by  reference  to  the  fore- 
going accounts. 

Unless  this  is  done,  the  claimant  will  be  put  to  the 
trouble  of  making  out  his  account  the  second  time. 

The  claimants  should  then  have  the  bill  approved 
by  the  person  who  authorized  the  charge  ;  and  then 
presented  to  the  City  Clerk.
